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Now Lincoln Was President. 


Lincoln was one of the most amiable 
of men. Mr. Chase was able, distin- 
ished, and, in my opinion, one of 
he purest men who ever held office. 
There was an Assistant Treasurer at 
New York to be appointed, and Mr. 
Chase insisted upon the choice of 
Maunsel B. Field, who was then one 
of the Assistant Secretaries of the 
Treasury. The President was not in 
favor of his appointment, and the is- 
sre was sharply made by Chase that 
Field should be chosen or he would 
resign his t office. It was ata 
very criti period of the war, and 
when the credit of the Government 
was at its worst. It was no light mat- 
ter to change Secretaries then, and es- 
ly to lose the services of him 
who had originated and carried out 
our systems of credit and banking. 
But the issue was made, end the Pres- 
ident wonld not retreat, nor surrender 
his great function of appointing power! 
was accepted, and the 
first knowledge the Senate had of the 
change was the appointment of David 
Tod of Ohi», fur Secretary of the 
Treasury. The Senate and country 
were astounded—frightened, for the 
crisis, taking the weighty matters of 
war and credit Into consideration, was 
most serious. The nomination was 
referred to the Finance Committee, 
and that body waited on the Presi- 
dent headed by their chairman, Fe-s- 
enden of Maine, to inquire into the 
cause of the change. and whether i: 
was not wise to arrange for a continu 
ance in the Treasury Department of 
Mr. Chase. The President. received 
the Committee, recognizing their righ 
to know the cause of so grave a junc- 
ture. He entered upon an entire 
statement of the relations of the bead 
of the Treasury Department and him- 
self, and especially the difference aris. 
ing from the demand made by his 
Cabinet Minister that Mr. Field must 
be made. Assistant Treasurer at New 
York, or he would vacate the Depart- 
ment. There was no choice left to 
him but to «appoi it an obj ctionable men 
toa high office or to part comp ny 
with the Secretary of the Treasury; 
and, he added to the Committee, that 
sooner than submit to frequent threat - 
ot resignation, he (Mr. Liucoln) would 
resign the Presidency and let Mr. 
Hamlin (then Vice President) become 
President. Here was one of the most 
amiable, kind-hearted and accessible 
of men, offering to surrender the high- 
est office in the nation, rather than 
— it and himself by iilegal and 
dishonorable submission.— Exr-Senator 
John Couness, in Boston Traveler.

tured at Chickering Hall, New Vork, 


on Monday night, on “The next grand 
struggle. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. George said: “I measure 
my words after looking at many 
things and thioking of many things. 
It ia my Opinion that, as it stands to- 
day, this great American expeliment 
in free government is a failure. Men 
of New York, do ycu govern your- 
selves? It is merely a question of who 
will be your boss. Even judges sit 
on the judicial bench who buy their 
places Has not Brooklyn a boss! 
Look at Philadelpbis. For years and 
years she has been prostrate at the 


feet of a boss. The same is true of 


Baltimore aod San Frateisco. It is 
not the problem of municipal govern- 
ment we have to solve, but of Repub- 
lican government.” 

There is no use in saying that party 
organization is unnecessary, because 
no important end can in these times 
be secured without organized effort. 
When the people as a whole figure in 
the organizing, then there will be less 
power in the hands of individual 
bosses. According toa late diction- 
ary People means certain individ- 
nals of the American nation who are 
allowed to vote after the politicians 
have chosen their rulers. Committees 
and conventions do the work, and get 
the people never recoguize their im- 


EDITORIAL NOTES, 
A dismal tale comes from Aspinwall 
of the state of society and public or- 
der in that city. The beginning of 
work on the Panama Canal has at- 
tracted thither shoals of adventurers 
in quest of empluy ment, or, in too 
many cases plunder. As yet there is 
no work to be done, and the throng of 
idlers, without the means of sulbsis- 
tence, are en-ily led into vice and 
crime. The halt dozen or less police- 
men, overworked and underpaid, ere 
unable to maintein order, and the po- 
lice justice says there is no use end- 
ing any more criminals to it, for they 
do not look upon imprisonment as a 
punishment, but rather as a cheap 
way of getting fuod and lodginy. 
Chinese immigration into Victoria 
and New South Wales will probably 
soon be discouraged by legislation. 
The measure provided provides: that 
no ship shall bring more than one Chi- 
nese passenger for every one hundred 
tons registry, under a penalty of a fine 
of £10 for each passenger in excess. 
Every Chinese immigrant must pay 
the sum of £10 on arrival in the col- 
ovy, whether coming by ship or over- 
land. Chinese holding certiticates 
from avy Briti-h Governor or Consul 
that they are British bora are exempt. 
All Chinese now in the colony must 
obtain certificates of exemption from 
clerks of petty assizes or they will be 
liable to the £10 payment. 

Vermont is the oniy State that has 
not a single Chinaman. North Caro- 
lina and Delaware have each one 
and Alabama has four. The largest 
nuwber in any Southern State is 483, 
und Louisiana is the State. Sugur 
growing has brought them there.

Transforming Sound Into Light. 


M. Trieve has described to the 
French Academy of Sciences an ex- 
periment witb ao — which he 
calls a singing condenser, by which he 
believes he effects the transformation 
of sound into light. When a current 
of electricity is brought to bear upon 
his condenser, a sound is produced, 
which he attributes to the vibration 
of the air in the condenser, produced 
by the shock of an electric current 
Reversing this experiment, be placed 
the coodenser in a Geissler 
tube, and brought the two ples ot 
the electric current to bear upon the 
condenser through the electrodes of 
the table. The tube was then con- 
nected with an air pump. The con- 
denser sounded as usual when the cur- 
rent was directed to it under the ordi- 
nary atmospheric pressure; but, when 
the air was withdrawn, the sound be 
came more and more feeble, until, as 
@ vacuum was produced, it ceased en- 
tirely, aod a clear, bright light ap- 
1 sparkling like pearls from the 
eaves of the condenser—quite unlike 
the ordinary pale, vague light of the 
Geissler tubes.
